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Officials: U.S. al-Qaida recruit is 
now top informant in terror cases

NEW YORK — An American-born 
al-Qaida recruit has become one of the 
counterterrorism world’s most valuable in- 
formants, giving investigators a rare look at 
al-Qaida’s day-to-day operations in a law- 
less region bordering Pakistan which U.S. 
officials have struggled to infiltrate, inves- 
tigators say. 

Bryant Neal Vinas, who grew up in the 
New York City suburbs of Long Island, was 
charged in New York court papers unsealed 
Wednesday with giving al-Qaida “expert 
advice and assistance” about New York’s 
transit system and with a rocket attack on 
U.S. forces in Afghanistan last year. 

The identity of the 26-year-old Vinas, 
nicknamed “Ibrahim” or “Bashir al- 
Ameriki,” has been kept secret since his in- 


dictment late last year. Court papers show 
he pleaded guilty in January in a sealed 
courtroom in Brooklyn and remains in U.S. 
custody in New York. 

A law enforcement official, speaking on 
condition of anonymity because the official 
was not authorized to discuss the case, said 
Vinas provided critical information that 
led to a security alert about the New York 
City subway system last year. The official 
described Vinas as a military convert cap- 
tured last year in Pakistan. 

Authorities issued an alert last year saying 
the FBI had received a “plausible but unsub- 
stantiated” report that al-Qaida terrorists in 
late September may have discussed attack- 
ing the subway system around the holidays 
in November and December. The origin of 
that report, the official said, was Vinas.

Authorities say U.S. Embassy is 
concerned over stateside sales

DONGDUCHEON, South 
Korea — U.S. troops who buy 
Korean-made counterfeit profes- 
sional sports jerseys on the cheap 
and send them home for resale 
are in effect acting as middlemen 
in the illegal international distri- 
bution of the goods, authorities 
here say. 

U.S. personnel are buying 
up jerseys bearing the names 
of players from the National 
Football League, National 
Basketball Association and Major 
League Baseball, and shipping or 
bringing the fakes home to the 
U.S. where they can be resold 
for upwards of 10 times their 
South Korean price, Gyeonggi 
Provincial Police said. 

The problem has gotten so bad, 
police said, that the U.S. Embassy 
has gotten involved and is pres- 
suring South Korean authorities 
to crack down on the counterfeit- 
jersey industry. 

Three South Koreans were 
arrested recently for selling the

knockoffs at a shopping mall near 
Camp Casey, and more than 4,000 
jerseys were confiscated with an 
estimated market value of close 
to $500,000, police said. 

An unnamed  Gyeonggi 
Provincial Police official was 
quoted in the Kyeongin Daily 
newspaper as saying the “U.S. 
Embassy has requested us to stop 
fake-item sales, informing that 
some (U.S. Forces Korea) sol- 
diers are buying this imitation 
clothing at one-tenth of the price 
of the original items and selling 
them at expensive prices in their 
home country. 

“That’s the reason for the sud- 
den crackdown on fake-clothing 
sales.” 

Embassy spokesman Aaron 
Tarver said he did not know 
where police got that informa- 
tion but said embassy officials 
could not comment further on 
the issue. 

A senior investigator with 
the Gyeonggi Provincial Police, 
who spoke to Stars and Stripes 
but declined to give his name, 
said the investigation into the 
production and distribution of 
counterfeit jerseys was launched 
at the request of U.S. Embassy 
officials. 

The investigation continues 
and police hope to eventually 
shut down the factory or facto- 
ries responsible for manufactur- 
ing the fake jerseys, he said. 

A Stripes check Wednesday 
found two stores in The Ville, a 
commercial area near the front 
gate of Camp Casey, stocked to 
the rafters with NFL, NBA and 
MLB “authentic” and “replica” 
jerseys — which range in price

from $50 to $200 on the leagues’ 
Web sites — all selling for $15 
each. 

While there are countless Web 
sites dedicated to the difficult task 
of telling the difference between 
authentic name-brand jerseys 
and knockoffs, Stripes was able 
to identify at least one appar- 
ent fake being sold near Casey 
— a 1964 Jim Brown Cleveland 
Browns jersey bearing the label 
of manufacturer Mitchell & Ness 
that sells online for $285, but also 
with several features consistent 
with a similar jersey produced 
by Reebok which can be found on 
NF Lshop.com for $125. 

The sale of sports merchandise 
is big business, with annual sales 
estimated at $4 billion, according 
to Forbes.com. Likewise, coun- 
terfeit sports jerseys have flood- 
ed the market in much the same 
way as have knockoff designer 
clothes, watches and sunglasses. 

While U.S. soldiers were 


not implicated in the case that 
brought the arrests outside Camp 
Casey, the investigator said he 
had a message for them: “I want 
to tell them not to buy these fake 
goods. I think they may not know 
it is against the law regarding 
protecting intellectual property 
rights.” 

The Jim Brown jersey ap- 
peared at first glance to be a 
high-quality, name-brand item. 
However, when it was compared 
to the Mitchell & Ness-manufac- 
tured jerseys for sale on both the 
company and NFL Web sites, it 
was clear the label and the fea- 
tures on the jersey did not match. 
The jersey in the store had the 
NFL logo on the neckline and 
Brown’s name on the back — two 
features not found on the Mitch- 
ell & Ness jersey for sale on the 
Web. In addition, the sleeves on 
the store jersey were shorter than 
those pictured on the Web. 
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Misawa to get Patriot Express service again

MISAWA AIR BASE, Japan — The Pa- 
triot Express will start servicing Misawa 
in October, making official travel easier 
and offering space available seats that 
could save travelers thousands of dollars. 

“T think it’s awesome,” said Nicole Han- 
ley, a member of a military family. “Ill be 
using it.” 

The U.S. Transportation Command an- 
nounced this week that Misawa and U.S. 
Naval Station Rota in Spain are the newest 
additions to the commercially chartered 
routes. 

The military saves expenses on official 
travel — when families move between 
duty stations or when personnel go on tem- 
porary duty trips — by encouraging use of 
Patriot Express travel. 

The service was suspended at Misawa 
and Marine Corps Air Station Iwakuni, 
Japan, in September 2006 because there 
weren’t enough official travelers. 

Iwakuni was put back on the route in 
April, with officials saying that the so- 


called “paying passengers,” those on of- 
ficial orders, had consistently exceeded 
financial goals set for the Japan route. 

Because of Misawa’s remote location — 
it’s situated on the northern tip of the main 
island of Honshu — travel to and from the 
United States can be difficult, expensive 
and time consuming. 

Hanley said that the last time her family 
of five traveled back to the United States, 
they opted to make the 9-hour drive to Yo- 
kota Air Base to catch the Patriot Express 
because other overseas flight options were 
too expensive. 

“We couldn’t afford it,” she said. 

The only charge for the space available 
seat on the Patriot Express is a $27.40 in- 
spection fee per traveler. 

Transportation Command _ spokes- 
woman Cynthia Bauer said in an e-mail 
response to a Stripes query that officials 
are reviewing contract proposals for the 
service to begin in October, so few details 
were available. 

World Airways holds the current con- 
tract, flying a chartered DC-10 that can 


carry 315 passengers on the Pacific route. 
Flights now depart Seattle-Tacoma Inter- 
national Airport on Thursday morning, 
arriving at Yokota on Friday. 

They continue through to Marine Corps 
Air Station Iwakuni and Kadena Air Base 
on Okinawa that same day. On Saturday, 
the flight routes back through Iwakuni 
and Yokota and then to Seattle. 

Bauer was unable to say how the sched- 
ule will change when Misawa is added. 
She said the command would have specif- 
ics on route changes after the decision is 
made on the contract. 

She said the command expects about 50 
passengers a week from Misawa. 

The program has been “lauded as a great 
success” at Iwakuni, said base spokesman 
Capt. Lawton King. 

King, who arrived himself on the Pa- 
triot Express about three weeks ago, said 
bringing incoming personnel straight to 
the base “streamlines the voyage and sim- 
plifies” what could be a difficult experi- 
ence of arriving in a foreign country.

Vinas was also interviewed this year in New York by pros- 
ecutors in Belgium pursuing an anti-terror case involving 
Malika El Aroud, the widow of a man involved in killing anti- 
Taliban warlord Ahmed Shah Massoud two days before the 
Sept. 11, 2001, terrorist attacks, an official at the Belgian Fed- 
eral Prosecutor’s Office said Thursday. 

Vinas’ testimony was being submitted to a closed court cus- 
tody hearing on Friday in Belgium, said the official, speaking 
on condition of anonymity. 

El Aroud and five others have been in custody since their ar- 
rest in December and are charged with belonging to a terrorist 
organization, which Belgian officials say is part of an al-Qaida 
group plotting new attacks either in Europe or elsewhere. 

A defense attorney in that case, Christophe Marchand, said 
Vinas had provided a statement against the French and Bel- 
gium defendants charged with going to Pakistan to volunteer 
to fight with al-Qaida. 

Marchand denied his client was a terrorist or knew Vinas. 
“He never talked about meeting an American — never,” the 
lawyer said. 

Other people familiar with the case say Vinas told coun- 
terterrorism investigators about meetings with top al-Qaida 
members while staying at a network of hideouts on the Af- 
ghanistan-Pakistan border, where he trained from about 
March 2008 to August 2008. 

Vinas named several of the terror group’s officials and de- 
scribed their activities, including rocket and mortar strikes 
against U.S. forces in the area, said the people, who spoke 
Wednesday on condition of anonymity. Vinas also revealed 
discussions among terrorists about potential civilian targets 
in Europe and described training in weapons and explosives, 
they said. 

Vinas received “military-style training” from al-Qaida, ac- 
cording to court papers. 

Vinas’ attorney, Len Kamdang, requested that “the public 
withhold judgment in this case until all of the facts become 
available.” 

Vinas’ Peruvian-born father, Juan Vinas, told the Los Ange- 
les Times in a recent interview that federal agents had inter- 
viewed him. He said he didn’t know where his son was. 

“The FBI asked me all kinds of questions about him, but 
they don’t tell me nothing,” he said. 

The president of the Islamic Association of Long Island, a 
mosque in nearby Selden, said he recalled a “very quiet, po- 
lite, smiley” young Hispanic man called Ibrahim, who was a 
frequent but unassuming presence at the mosque for about a 
year, starting roughly 2! years ago. 

He turned up four to five times a week for services but never 
participated in any social activities at the mosque, said presi- 
dent Nayyar Imam. 

He said Ibrahim apparently converted to Islam and changed 
his name before he began coming to the mosque. “He’s the last 
person in the mosque you would think about” getting involved 
in terrorism, Imam said.

Son of bin Laden reportedly killed

WASHINGTON — Saad _ bin 
Laden, a son of al-Qaida leader 
Osama bin Laden, may have been 
killed in a U.S. airstrike, U.S. offi- 
cials said Thursday. 

The son was likely killed in Paki- 
stan in the last several months, ap- 
proximately in late spring, said a 
counterterrorism official, one of 
three Obama administration offi- 
cials who spoke on condition of ano- 
nymity to discuss intelligence. 

Though many in the intelligence 
community believe he is dead, they 
can’t be 100 percent certain because 
no body or DNA evidence was recov- 
ered to prove it, one official said. 

The U.S. has carried out more 
than 45 missile attacks with drones 
in Pakistan’s border region since 
last August, most targeting foreign 


al-Qaida militants and those ac- 
cused of violence in neighboring Af- 
ghanistan. Saad was not considered 
a heavy hitter in his father’s organi- 
zation and was not the target of the 
strike, but rather was killed during 
a strike intended for someone else, 
National Public Radio said, quoting 
unidentified officials. 

Saad was born in 1982 and is one 
of 19 children Osama bin Laden is 
thought to have, officials have said. 

The younger bin Laden was be- 
lieved to have fled Afghanistan 
shortly after the U.S. invasion of 
Afghanistan in late 2001 that routed 
his father from safe haven there and 
overthrew the Taliban regime. 

Officials have said he went to Iran 
and was held under a form of house 
arrest from 2003 to 2008, before 
turning up in Pakistan, where his 
father has reportedly been in hiding 


somewhere in the ungoverned bor- 
der region near Afghanistan. 

In January, the Treasury slapped 
financial sanctions on the younger 
bin Laden and three other al-Qaida 
figures. In announcing a freeze on 
their assets held under U.S. jurisdic- 
tion, Treasury also said that people 
from the United States would be 
barred from engaging in financial 
transactions with them. 

Michael McConnell, director of 
national intelligence at the time, told 
a news conference that the move to 
Pakistan made Saad more vulner- 
able to being captured or killed by 
the U.S. or its allies. 

“Tt is better in my world if they are 
in places that we have access,” Mc- 
Connell said. Pakistan is a U.S. ally 
in the struggle against Islamic ex- 
tremists, while the United States has 
no diplomatic relations with Iran. 
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DOD to conduct survey 
on MWR programs 


The Department of Defense 
is going to survey about 600,000 
troops to gauge their attitudes on 
morale, welfare and recreation 
programs, according to an Amer- 
ican Forces Press Service news 
release. 

The surveys — to be distribut- 
ed and analyzed by a private firm 
— will be e-mailed Monday. 

Defense officials said the de- 
partment wants feedback on the 
“established standards for all the 
services.” Responses are to be 
anonymous, and family partici- 
pation in completing the survey is 
welcome. 


Senate votes to defund 
jet fighter engines 


WASHINGTON — The Senate 
decided to delete money to finance 
a second engine for the Penta- 
gon’s next-generation jet fighter, 
a program that President Barack 
Obama and Defense Secretary 
Robert Gates say should end. 

The vote on engines for the F- 
35 Joint Strike Fighter comes 
just two days after the Senate 
terminated production of the F- 
22 fighter, the plane that the F-35 
eventually will supplant. 


Soldier gets 40 years 
for Fort Bliss beating 


FORT BLISS, Texas — A sol- 
dier was sentenced Wednesday to 
40 years in military prison after 
pleading guilty to fatally beating 
another soldier with a baseball 
bat at Fort Bliss. 

Pvt. Deandrez Robertson ad- 
mitted in a Fort Bliss court that he 
hit Pvt. Pernell Robert Flowers II 
three times in July 2008. Robert- 
son told a military judge he first 
knocked out Flowers’ teeth, hit 
him again as he was falling and 
then hit him in the chest as he lay 
on the ground. Robertson said 
Flowers never saw the first swing 
coming. Flowers died about seven 
months later. 

The 40-year sentence came as 
part of a plea deal. The judge, 
Col. Ted Dixon, said Robertson 
will receive credit for 392 days 
already served. 

Capt. Brian Mathison, the pros- 
ecutor, said Robertson started 
plotting the attack after Flowers 
and two other soldiers identified 
Robertson as a man who had 
pointed a shotgun at them at an 
off-post convenience store a few 
days earlier. 


Army: Gl found, no sign 
he had been kidnapped 


BROWNSVILLE, Texas — A 
Fort Hood-based soldier who 
was reported as a possible kid- 
nap victim was found unharmed 
in a Texas border town and there 
was no indication he was ever 
abducted, an Army official said 
Thursday. 

Pfc. James Gonzalez, 24, was 
taken into custody Wednesday 
night during a traffic stop in Lar- 
edo, said U.S. Army Criminal 
Investigations Command spokes- 
man Christopher Grey. 

There are no indications that 
Gonzalez was abducted, Grey said 
in an e-mail. Law enforcement of- 
ficials in Laredo were interview- 
ing Gonzalez on Thursday; Grey 
said he’d be turned over to the 
Army’s custody later that day.

Also Iraqi lawmakers agreed Thursday to 
move the national parliamentary election up 
from Jan. 30 to Jan. 16 to avoid conflicting 
with the Shiite religious observance of Asho- 
ura, the anniversary of the seventh-century 
death of the Prophet Muhammad’s grandson 
Hussein, said Deputy parliament speaker 
Khalid al-Attiyah. 

The election will determine the 275-mem- 
ber parliament, which will choose a prime 
minister and Cabinet. 

In the Kurdish north, about 2.5 million 
eligible voters in the region’s three northern 
provinces — Irbil, Dohuk and Sulaymaniyah 


— will on Saturday elect their 111-seat parlia- 
ment and next president. Prison inmates, sick 
people in hospitals and members of the Kurd- 
ish security forces known as Peshmerga were 
among those allowed to vote early. 

Some Kurds voted in polling stations in cit- 
ies outside their region. At a voting center in 
Baghdad, one Kurdish military official joy- 
fully waved a finger stained with the purple 
ink used to mark ballot papers. 

The Kurds had hoped to simultaneously 
hold on Saturday a referendum on a proposed 
constitution, but national authorities scuttled 
that plan. 


Biden calls Afghan fight worth 
effort, expects more casualties

LONDON — The United States, Britain 
and other NATO allies can expect to make 
more sacrifices and take new casualties 
as the war in Afghanistan escalates, U.S. 
Vice President Joe Biden said in an inter- 
view broadcast Thursday. 

But Biden said the effort to secure the 
country ahead of Afghanistan’s Aug. 20 
presidential election was worth it. 

He said much of the terrorism threat- 
ening the West had its roots in Afghan- 
istan’s porous border with Pakistan 
and that the area produced much of the 
world’s heroin. 

“It is a place that, if it doesn’t get 
straightened out, will continue to wreak 
havoc on Europe and the United States,” 
Biden told BBC radio’s “Today” program 
from the Georgian capital of Tblisi. 

Biden said the additional U.S. troops 
being poured into the country were en- 
gaging the Taliban rebels on new fronts, 
meaning “there is likely to be additional 
casualties.” 

Addressing a public that has been un- 
settled by a spike in fatalities, Biden told 
Britons that their fight was a necessary 
one. 

“In terms of national interest of Great 


Britain, the U.S. and Europe, [the war in 
Afghanistan] is worth the effort we are 
making and the sacrifice that is being 
felt,’ he said, before warning that “more 
will come.” 

Nineteen British soldiers have died 
in Afghanistan in 
July — the deadliest 
month of the war for 
both U.S. and NATO 
forces — as British 
forces have gone on 
the offensive in the 
southern Helmand 
province. 

The deaths have 
raised questions 
about Britain’s role 
in Afghanistan and 
doubts over whether the U.K. military has 
the proper equipment for the offensive. 

One outgoing British minister broke 
ranks with Prime Minister Gordon Brown 
on Wednesday by insisting that forces in 
Afghanistan did not have enough helicop- 
ters — a claim Brown denied. 

Biden refused to step into the debate, 
saying only that he assumed British sol- 
diers had all they needed. 

In comments carried on the BBC’s Web 
site, Biden said the Guantanamo Bay pris- 
on camp in Cuba would close before the 
end of the year as planned.

USFJ commander: 
‘Troop realignment 
positive for all

TOKYO — The top U.S. military commander 
in Japan on Thursday reaffirmed his support for 
a long-term plan to realign American troops here 
despite recent calls for a review of the realign- 
ment agreement by Japanese lawmakers. 

The criticisms come mainly from the Demo- 
cratic Party of Japan, a political party looking to 
move into the majority in next month’s elections. 
In recent weeks, DPJ leaders have pledged to 
review spending involving U.S. military moves, 
including plans to relocate 8,000 U.S. Marines 
from Okinawa to Guam. 

On Thursday, Lt. Gen. Edward Rice, com- 
mander of U.S. Forces Japan, declined to com- 
ment directly on the pending elections. But he did 
say he believes the alignment plan, struck in May 
2006, offers the best solutions to move U.S. troops 
from Japan’s more densely populated areas. 

“It’s not maybe everything that everybody 
wanted,” Rice said at a press conference at the 
Foreign Correspondents’ Club of Japan here. 
“But it certainly is progress in terms of both pro- 
viding for the continued defense of Japan and 
security in the region and decreasing the im- 
pact of the presence of U.S. forces on the local 
communities. 

“T believe it will continue to be important that 
we support this agreement,” he added. “It took 
three years to negotiate. As a package, it’s very 
positive for both sides.”

NAWA, Afghanistan 
osh Habib lay in a dirt 
field, gasping for air.

Habib is not a Marine. He is a 
53-year-old engineer from Cali- 
fornia hired by a contracting 
company as a military translator. 
When he applied for the lucrative 
linguist job, Habib said his re- 
cruiter gave no hint he would join 
a ground assault in Taliban land. 
He carried 40 pounds of food, 
water and gear on his back, and 
kept pace — barely — with Ma- 
rines half his age. 

U.S. troops say companies that 
recruit military translators are 
sending linguists to southern Af- 
ghanistan who are unprepared 
to serve in combat, even as hun- 
dreds more are needed to support 
the growing number of troops. 

Some translators are in their 
60s and 70s and in poor physical 
condition — and some don’t even 
speak the right language. 

“lve met guys off the planes 
and have immediately sent them 
back because they weren’t in 
the proper physical shape,” said 
Gunnery Sgt. James Spangler, 
36, who is in charge of linguists 
at Camp Leatherneck, the largest 
U.S. base in Helmand province. 

“They were too old. They 
couldn’t breathe. They com- 
plained about heart problems,” 
he said. 

Troops also say low-skilled and 
disgruntled translators are put- 
ting U.S. forces at risk.

lives and give us the advantage 
on the battlefield,” said Cpl. Wil- 
liam Woodall, 26, of Dallas, who 
works closely with translators. 
“Instead of looking for quality, 
the companies are just pushing 
bodies out here, and once they’re 
out the door, it’s not their problem 
anymore.” 

The company that recruits 
most U.S. citizen translators, 
Columbus, Ohio-based Mission 
Essential Personnel, says it’s 
difficult to meet the increased 
demand for linguists to aid the 
15,000 U.S. forces being sent to 
southern, Pashto-speaking prov- 
inces this year as part of Presi- 
dent Barack Obama’s increased 
focus on Afghanistan. 

Only 7,700 Pashto speakers live 
in the United States, according to 
the 2000 census. 

Mission Essential’s senior vice 
president, Marc Peltier, said the 
linguists the company deploys 
to Afghanistan, Iraq and other 
countries meet government stan- 
dards. The military sets no age or 
weight requirements, he said. 

“T really wish everyone we 
send over was a 21-year-old who 
can pass the Marine Corps physi- 
cal fitness exam. They’re not,” 
said Peltier. 

“It’s been a shock to some of 
them. You can’t really acclimate 
them. We don’t have centers to 
run scenarios out in the heat,” he 
said. 

How translators come to be- 
lieve they won’t face danger could 
originate with recruiters.

Khalid Nazary, an Afghan- 
American citizen living in Kabul, 
called Mission Essential about a 
job and let an Associated Press 
reporter listen. 

He asked if he would go to 
“dangerous places.” 

“Oh, no, no, no. You’re not a 
soldier. You’re not a soldier. Not 
at all,” the recruiter, Tekelia Bar- 
nett, said. 

“Youre not on the battlefield.” 

After being pressed on the 
point, Barnett said the linguist 
would be subject to “any” assign- 
ment, and if he didn’t want the 
task he could quit. 

Peltier later said it was indeed 
possible that translators would 
be on the battlefield. He said he 
would talk to Barnett to make 
sure she made that more clear. 
Peltier also said the first phone 
call was “introductory” and that 
recruits go through two weeks of 
training “and get avery clear pic- 
ture of what they’re going to do.” 

Others disagreed. 

“They say you’ll get a shower 
once a day, have access to Inter- 
net and TV, call home six times a 
week,” Woodall said. “And when 
the guys get out, they’re com- 
pletely shell-shocked.” 

Habib, the translator, said a 
Mission Essential recruiter origi-

nally told him that if he passed 
his language test, he would work 
out of the main U.S. base at Ba- 
gram about 30 miles north of the 
Afghan capital, Kabul. 

Once in Afghanistan, he says 
he was told he would lose his job 
if he didn’t go with the Marines to 
Helmand. 

Troops and translators say they 
suspect recruiting companies try 
to send as many interpreters as 
possible to Afghanistan to collect 
fees. 

Millions of dollars are involved. 
Known as Category II transla- 
tors — U.S. citizens who obtain 
a security clearance — such lin- 
guists earn a salary that starts at 
$210,000 a year. 

Mission Essential Personnel 
recruits and hires most Category 
II linguists in Afghanistan. Pel- 
tier said the company was found- 
ed by two former Army Special 
Forces reservists who sought to 
improve the quality of translators 
after seeing them “pushed out the 
door and being mistreated.” 

The military gave Mission Es- 
sential performance bonuses in 
each quarter last year, Peltier 
said. When the company took 
over the Afghanistan language 
contract in late 2007, only 41 per- 


cent of linguists’ jobs were filled. 
Today 97 percent of the jobs are 
taken, he said. 

At Camp Leatherneck, four 
U.S.-citizen interpreters spoke 
with AP but none gave his name 
for fear of losing his job. 

The translators said dozens of 
linguists quit soon after arriving 
in Afghanistan in recent weeks. 
Spangler declined to provide 
numbers but said “quite a bit” re- 
signed or were fired because they 
were too old, unfit or couldn’t 
speak Pashto. 

One translator alleged that 
most of his colleagues cannot 
speak Pashto, and that some re- 
cruits in the U.S. were bypassing 
the language test administered 
for Mission Essential by having 
a skilled Pashto speaker take it 
over the phone. 

The company does not require 
the initial test be taken in person 
but later gives in-person tests. 

Spangler said the military is 
working its way through dozens 
of newly arrived interpreters and 
that the system will weed out the 
weaker ones by September. 

But Army Set. Will Gamez, 26, 
of Los Angeles, said soldiers need 
translators now, and that some 
feign sickness to avoid work. 

“If he doesn’t go out, I can’t do 
my job,” Gamez said. 

“If locals come up to us, we 
can’t tell what they’re saying. They 
might be warning us about a mine- 
field. They might be warning us 
about an ambush.”

Biden tells Georgians 
U.S. backs unity efforts 


TBILISI, Georgia — Vice 
President Joe Biden told somber 
Georgian officials on Thursday 
that Washington stands behind 
them a year after their army was 
routed in a war with neighboring 
Russia. 

The war last August came as 
Georgia sought to regain control 
of South Ossetia, one of two sepa- 
ratist regions backed by Moscow. 
Since then, Russia has recog- 
nized the two Georgian territo- 
ries aS independent nations and 
sent troops to defend them. 

“T come here on behalf of the 
United States with a _ simple, 
straightforward message: We, 
the United States, stand by you 
on your journey to a secure, free 
and democratic, and once again 
united, Georgia,” Biden said. 


Japan wants no beef 
from Kansas company 


TOKYO — A Kansas meat 
packer that fought U.S. authorities 
to test its entire herd for mad cow 
disease was hit with a suspension 
by Japan this week for shipping 
banned animal parts. 

The decision came after Japa- 
nese inspectors Tuesday found 
bovine spinal columns — prohib- 
ited under a bilateral trade agree- 
ment — in two of 810 boxes sent 
by Creekstone Farms Premium 
Beef. 

Under the terms of the trade 
agreement, U.S. exporters must 
also remove spinal columns, 
brain tissue and other parts con- 
sidered “risk materials.” 

U.S. beef exports to Japan have 
plunged to about a quarter of pre- 
2003 levels, hurting many U.S. 
meat packers, including Creek- 
stone Farms, that relied heavily 
on the Japanese market. 


N. Ireland man charged

DUBLIN — The Northern Ire- 
land police say they have charged 
a second suspected IRA dissident 
with the killing of two off-duty 
British soldiers in March.

Malfunctions cause Israel 
to abort missile testing

JERUSALEM — Tests of a 
missile-defense system meant to 
shield Israel from Iranian attack 
were aborted over the past week 
on three occasions because of 
various malfunctions, Israeli de- 
fense officials said Thursday. 

In the latest case, an upgraded 
version of the Arrow II — a sys- 
tem being developed by state-run 
Israel Aerospace Industries Ltd. 
and Chicago-based Boeing Co. 
— was tested off the coast of Cali- 
fornia on Wednesday, they said. 

But communication glitches 
between the missile and the radar 
led U.S. defense officials to abort 
the test before an intercepting 
missile could be fired, they said. 

They spoke on condition of ano- 
nymity because they were not au- 
thorized to disclose details of the 
tests, which were carried out in 
the U.S. because that would allow

PHUKET, Thailand — Faced with a fresh refus- 
al by North Korea to give up its nuclear weapons 
program, U.S. Secretary of State Hillary Rodham 
Clinton said Thursday the communist regime has 
“no friends left” to shield it from punishing U.N. 
penalties. 

“North Korea’s continued pursuit of its nuclear 
ambitions is sure to elevate tensions on the Korean 
peninsula and could provoke an arms race in the 
region,” Clinton told a news conference after con- 
ferring with officials from 26 other countries and 
organizations. She cited near unanimity on fully 
enforcing the latest U.N. sanctions against North 
Korea for its repeated nuclear and missile tests. 

Clinton said the U.S. will continue to insist that 
North Korea return to the bargaining table and 
verifiably dismantle its nuclear program. At the 
same time, she held out the prospect of restoring 
U.S. diplomatic ties to North Korea and other incen- 
tives — actions the Obama administration would be 
willing to consider only if the North Koreans take 
irreversible steps to denuclearize. 

Just before she spoke, a North Korean official de- 
clared the six-party talks on denuclearizing North 
Korea over. And the North Korean Foreign Minis- 
try ridiculed Clinton, saying in a statement that she 
has “made a spate of vulgar remarks” that “suggest 


for greater distances than would 
be possible in Israel, Defense 
Ministry spokesman Shlomo 
Dror said. 

The Arrow is part of a multi- 
layered missile defense system 
Israel is working on to protect it 
from all forms of attack, ranging 
from short-range rocket fire from 
Lebanon and the Gaza Strip to 
longer-range threats from Iran. 

Dror said tests of the same 
Arrow system in Israel earlier 
this year were “very successful.” 
He said malfunctions of systems 
still in their experimental stage 
were to be expected and said 
other tests were called off on Fri- 
day and Monday. 

The defense officials said the 
improved Arrow II was meant 
to intercept a dummy Iranian 
Shihab missile, which is capable 
of carrying a nuclear warhead. I 
ran’s Shihab-3 has a range of up 
to 1,250 mile, putting Israel well 
within striking distance.

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that she is by no means intelligent.” 

Before departing for Washington after a week- 
long trip to India and Thailand, Clinton offered a 
somewhat more optimistic message about another 
trouble spot on the U.S. foreign policy agenda: 
Myanmar, the military-run southeast Asian nation 
also known as Burma. 

“There is a positive direction that we see with 
Burma,” she said. 

She praised Myanmar’s government for commit- 
ting to enforce the U.N. sanctions against North 
Korea, calling it important in light of Myanmar’s 
suspected secret military links to North Korea. 
Also, she suggested Myanmar may have played a 
role this month in persuading a North Korean cargo 
ship suspected of carrying weaponry in violation of 
the sanctions to return home instead of continuing 
to its destination, which U.S. officials said was prob- 
ably Myanmar. 

Clinton also called on Myanmar to uncondition- 
ally release democracy leader Aung San Suu Kyi, 
who is accused of violating the terms of her house 
arrest. 

On North Korea, Clinton stressed a point she has 
made repeatedly — that a fully nuclear North Korea 
might compel other countries in Asia to follow suit. 

Clinton also said, “I wanted to make very clear 
that the United States does not seek any kind of of- 
fensive action against North Korea.”

Among 44 people arrested Thursday 
were Hoboken Mayor Peter Cammarano 
III, Secaucus Mayor Dennis Elwell, Jersey 
City Deputy Mayor Leona Beldini, state 
Assemblyman President L. Harvey Smith 
and state Assemblyman Daniel Van Pelt. 

Ridgefield Mayor Anthony Suarez, who 
is also an attorney, is charged with agree- 
ing to accept an illegal $10,000 cash pay- 
ment for his legal defense fund. 

Gov. Jon Corzine reacted to the corrup- 
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ion probe nabs mayors, lawmakers 


tion probe Thursday morning by saying, 
“any corruption is unacceptable — any- 
where, anytime, by anybody. The scale 
of corruption we’re seeing as this un- 
folds is simply outrageous and cannot be 
tolerated.” 

In separate money laundering com- 
plaints, several rabbis from New York 
City’s Brooklyn borough and New Jersey 
were charged with offenses ranging from 
the trafficking of kidneys from Israeli do- 
nors to laundering proceeds from selling 
fake Gucci and Prada bags. 

Van Pelt is accused of accepting $10,000 
from a cooperating government witness 
posing as a developer who sought help 
in getting permits for a project in Ocean 
County. 

Smith, the Jersey City Council President, 
and several other current and former Jer- 
sey City public officials also are accused of 
accepting money to help the fake developer 
gain permits and approvals. 


Beldini, 74, is charged with conspiracy 
to commit extortion by taking $20,000 in 
illegal campaign contributions. Jersey City 
Mayor Jerramiah Healy said Thursday the 
charges were “a little shocking.” 

“T have full faith in Leona,” Healy said. 
“She’s a good friend of mine — was and 
will be.” 

Cammarano, 32, who won a runoff elec- 
tion last month, is charged with accepting 
$25,000 in cash bribes from an undercover 
cooperating witness. Elwell is charged 
with taking $10,000. 

Joseph Hayden, an attorney represent- 
ing Cammarano, said his client “is inno- 
cent of these charges. He intends to fight 
them with all his strength until he proves 
his innocence.” 

According to the U.S. Attorney’s Office, 
the investigation initially focused, with 
the help of the cooperating witness, on the 
money laundering network that operated be- 
tween Brooklyn; Deal, N.J.; and Israel.

Police officer who arrested scholar

Drive-by shooter wounds

HOUSTON — Gunfire on the 
Texas Southern University cam- 
pus wounded six people and scat- 
tered the crowd at a community 
rally. 

Police on Thursday were in- 
vestigating whether a gang ri- 
valry was behind the drive-by 
shooting. 

People were gathered at the 
event that included a Houston 
rapper’s performance when a car 
drove by and shots sprayed out 
from the vehicle, school spokes- 
woman Eva Pickens said, citing 
witness statements to police. 

The sound of gunfire made peo- 
ple drop to the pavement of the 
parking lot where the rally was 
being held to promote community 
service and voter registration. 

Peter Role, a local music pro- 
moter, told the Houston Chronicle 
he heard what sounded “like the 
Fourth of July.” 

“We heard some _ gunshots 


and everybody was hitting the 
ground,” Role said. 

Six people, including one male 
student at the school, were being 
treated for injuries that were seri- 
ous but not life-threatening, Pick- 
ens said. 

Campus police believe the 
violence resulted from a rivalry 
between two gangs, one from 
Missouri City, a suburb southwest 
of Houston, and the other from 
Fresno, a small town outside Mis- 
souri City, she said. 

Before the violence, Houston 
City Councilman Peter Brown 
and U.S. Rep. Sheila Jackson Lee 
made appearances at the event 
billed as a “family block party,” 
and local rapper Trae the Truth 
performed. 

Lucinda Guinn, who’s man- 
aging Brown’s run for mayor in 
November’s election, said she had 
no details on the shootings, but 
was dismayed that “an effort for 
bringing a very positive message 
to the community” would end in 
violence.

Gates accused the 11-year de- 
partment veteran of being an 
unyielding, race-baiting authori- 
tarian after Crowley arrested and 
charged him with disorderly con- 
duct last week. 

Crowley confronted Gates in 
his home after a woman passing 
by summoned police for a possi- 
ble burglary. The sergeant said he 
arrested Gates after the scholar 
repeatedly accused him of racism 
and made derogatory remarks 
about his mother, allegations the 
professor challenges. Gates has 
labeled Crowley a “rogue cop,” 
demanded an apology and said he 
may sue the police department. 

On Wednesday, President 
Barack Obama elevated the dis- 
pute, when he said Cambridge 


Police “acted stupidly” during the 
encounter. 

Obama stepped back on Thurs- 
day, telling ABC News, “From 
what I can tell, the sergeant who 
was involved is an outstanding 
police officer, but my suspicion 
is probably that it would have 
been better if cooler heads had 
prevailed.” 


He has said he has no reason to 
apologize and, on Thursday, told a 
radio station Obama went too far.

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List shows 
White House 
met early with 
medical exees

WASHINGTON — Adminis- 
tration officials began talking 
privately to major players in the 
health care industry within a 
few weeks of President Barack 
Obama’s inauguration, a newly 
released list of White House visi- 
tors shows. 

During his presidential cam- 
paign, Obama promised to hold 
lobbyists at arm’s length and 
make his administration the most 
transparent ever. 

Obama on Wednesday night re- 
leased the list of visits by health 
care executives after a govern- 
ment watchdog group, Citizens 
for Responsibility and Ethics 
in Washington, announced it 
planned to sue to try to get White 
House visitor logs. Only names 
and dates were released, not the 
visitors’ titles or employers. 

So far, the Obama administra- 
tion is following a Bush admin- 
istration policy of refusing to 
release the logs, which are main- 
tained by the Secret Service. 

The list shows that Richard 
Umbdenstock, president of the 
American Hospital Association, 
was at the White House on Feb. 
4 and has been back at least a 
half-dozen times since then, most 
recently May 22. Other indus- 
try executives making February 
visits included health insurance 
company chief executives Angela 
Braly of WellPoint Inc. and Jay 
Gellert of Health Net Inc.

SHAKER HEIGHTS, Ohio — 
President Barack Obama stepped 
up his us-against-them pitch for 
overhauling health care Thurs- 
day, saying the American people 
need it and must overcome resis- 
tance from opponents in Washing- 
ton, whom he described vaguely 
as naysayers and skeptics. 

“Reform may be coming too 
soon for some in Washington,” 
Obama told hundreds who packed 
a high school gym in the Shaker 
Heights suburb of Cleveland. 
“But it’s not soon enough for the 
American people.” 

The president took a few swipes 
at Republican critics. But his big- 
gest obstacles are fellow Demo- 
crats who control the House and 
Senate and are moving slowly on 
his call for widespread changes 
to U.S. health care. 

Senate leaders said Thursday 


they could not meet Obama’s 
deadline for a vote before the 
August recess. And a key House 
committee is struggling to pla- 
cate moderate Democrats wor- 
ried about the plan’s costs. 

“We just heard today that, well, 
we may not be able to get the bill 
out of the Senate by the end of Au- 
gust, or the beginning of August,” 
Obama said. “That’s OK. I just 
want people to keep on working.” 

The president said his critics 
were urging delay so the overhaul 
would stall and they could avoid 
politically difficult votes. 

“Sometimes, delay in Washing- 
ton occurs because people don’t 


want to do anything that they 
think might be controversial,” 
Obama said, citing Medicare and 
Social Security. 

He ratcheted up the rhetoric at 
the town hall forum here, likening 
the bid to overhaul health care to 
the manned missions to the moon 
40 years ago. 

“Going to the moon was con- 
troversial. But at some point, if 
we’re going to move this coun- 
try forward we can’t be afraid to 
change, especially a system that 
we know is broken. We’ve got to 
get it done and we’ve got to get it 
done soon.” 

In response to a question at 


the town hall-style event, Obama 
jumped at a chance to tell the peo- 
ple in audience how they can help 
him get a bill to his desk. He ad- 
vised people to lobby senators and 
representatives for health care re- 
form by telling their stories. 

For all his efforts, which have 
included public statements each 
weekday for the past few weeks, 
Republican lawmakers and other 
critics sense momentum building 
against Obama’s plan. 

The number of Americans who 
disapprove of the _ president’s 
health care plan has jumped to 43 
percent, according to the latest 
Associated Press-GfK poll.

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Christian mom learns 
to love homosexual son

MIAMI — Deon Davis didn’t 
set out to write a book about her 
gay teenage son. It began as a 
diary she kept during her struggle 
to accept him. 

“TI started keeping the journal 
during therapy,” says Davis, 42, a 
Tamarac, Fla., dialysis nurse who 
grew up in a conservative Chris- 
tian world where “it’s unaccept- 
able for a black man to be gay.” 

In time, though, Davis realized 
that her love for son Rashad was 
greater than any prejudice she 
once held. “I learned that our chil- 
dren have feelings, that the par- 
ent is not always right. I learned 
that the hard way,” she says. “I’m 
learning all this through the bless- 
ing of Rashad being gay.” 

Now Davis is on a mission. She 
spent $1,300 to self-publish “T’ll 
Find a Way: A Mother’s Journey 
of Love and Acceptance for Her 
Gay Son” and is working tirelessly 
to promote it. 

A few weeks ago, she spoke at 
Books & Books’ Coral Gables, Fla., 
store. 

“At the last book signing, I was 
bombarded by questions,” Davis 
says. “There were a lot of moth- 
ers. Two gay couples. A lot of 
single people coming in. An older 
man, and he started asking ques- 
tions: How do I deal with it? How 
did he come out to me? I was get- 
ting questions about religion — a 
lot of questions about religion and 
abomination. I say the Jesus Christ 





I believe in loves me and he loves 
[Rashad].” 

In the book, Davis calls her son 
“Ricky.” Rashad wanted his real 
name used, but Davis said no, 
afraid he’d get bullied at school 
or in the neighborhood. Recently 
turned 18, Rashad insists his real 
name be used from now on. 

Davis, a single mother who 
raised three children, noticed that 
from about age 2 Rashad was un- 
like his older brother and sister. A 
sensitive youth, he preferred the 
arts to sports and became more 
rebellious than the other two. 

By the time he was 14, Rashad 
was moody and depressed. He 
wouldn’t speak with his mother 
and she sent him to a family thera- 
pist. Rashad confided to the thera- 
pist that he was gay. With the boy’s 
permission, she told Davis, who 
didn’t handle it well. 

“When I first came out to her, 
she was crying and she told me it 
was something she did,” Rashad 
says. “It was eye-opening for her.” 

At first, Davis hoped it was a 
phase that Rashad would outgrow. 
He didn’t. Davis worked hard, she 
says, to keep an open mind and get 
to know her son. 

Rashad plans to go to the Uni- 
versity of Central Florida, where 
he’ll major in musical theater. He 
says stereotypes don’t bother him. 

“Please, I don’t care. I love what 
I do,” he says. “It’s who you are. 
It’s what you do and put out in the 
world. Whether you like to wear 
pink or maroon, it’s what’s inside 
that matters.”

GALLANT, Ala. — Camp Sumatanga has meant 
Bible stories and softball games for generations of 
Methodist families. Young and old alike come to the 
old church retreat for renewal in its quiet coves and 
chapels. 

Today, though, the 1,700-acre retreat is in danger 
of shutting down. 

Nestled in the Appalachian foothills, it’s among 
hundreds of church camps nationwide that are on the 
critical list. Years of declining usage and the reces- 
sion have forced administrators to consider closing 
or cutting services. 

The president of the Christian Camp and Con- 
ference Association, Bob Kobielush, said dozens of 
camps nationwide ceased operating in the last three 
years, and this could be the last summer for many 
more. 

“T think this fall through Christmas we will see as 
many as 10 to 15 percent of camps decide they no lon- 
ger can continue operating,” said Kobielush, whose 
organization has about 950 member camps. He esti- 
mates there are about 3,000 church-affiliated camps 
nationwide. 

Leaders say Camp Sumatanga, operated by the 
United Methodist Church in north Alabama, could 
close at the end of the summer without $300,000 to 
make up a budget deficit. 

“What we offer here is quiet, a place to be quiet,” 
said the Rev. Bob Murray, a former banker who has 
worked as director at Sumatanga for 18 months. “Not 
everyone values that as much as they once did.”

Church camps seeing 
season of decay, decline 





Construction began in 1948 at Sumatanga, located 
about 55 miles northeast of Birmingham. Religious 
camps were being built all over the country around 
the same time as World War II veterans started fami- 
lies and Christian churches flourished. 

“There was a period of huge growth,” said Ko- 
bielush, who estimated that as many as 70 percent of 
the nation’s church camps were built in the late 40s 
and 1950s. 

The Baby Boom turned into a bust for the camps, 
though, and many began losing visitors as religious 
denominations began contracting, TV replaced the 
campfire and kids’ schedules were filled other activi- 
ties. Declining revenues meant renovations and re- 
pairs never happened at many camps as they aged, 
Kobielush said. 

Other U.S. church camps are having a tough year, 
too. In Minnesota last month, directors of a 50-year- 
old United Church of Christ camp, Pilgrim Point, 
voted to close after summer because of declining use 
and the collapse of financial markets, which slashed 
its income from endowments. Presbyterians in West 
Virginia this year formed a nonprofit group to sup- 
port Bluestone Camp & Retreat, which also was 
threatened with closure. 

The situation is brighter at Lake Yale Baptist Con- 
ference Center, located in central Florida, but the 
camp is facing an operating deficit this year, said di- 
rector Don Sawyer. 

“The economy is affecting everyone,” said Sawyer, 
president of the Southern Baptist Camping Associa- 
tion. “The larger [camps] may have to do some cut- 
backs and find ways to streamline things, but I don’t 
think they’re in danger of closing.”

Ever since Patty McCormack’s sickeningly 
sweet murderess Rhoda Penmark in “The 
Bad Seed” in the mid-’50s, the horror movie 
subgenre featuring inherently wicked 
children has been scaring people no 
matter their age. 

Now along comes “Orphan, 
starring Isabelle Fuhrman as 
Esther, who would be a for- 
midable foe for Damien from 
“The Omen” movies, those 
shiny-eyed towheads from 
“Village of the Damned” or 
glowering little Billy from 
“The Twilight Zone,” who 
controls everyone with his 
telepathic wishes. 

Esther comes across as the 
near perfect child, with her 
politeness, painting and piano 
playing — until she smashes a 
bird’s head with a rock and forces a 
nun to drive off a snowy road, just for 
starters. 

The most recent film in the Harry 
Potter series, “Harry Potter and the Half- 
Blood Prince,” invokes the evil-child theme 
as well. It features flashbacks to the child- 
hood of young Tom Riddle, who would go on 
to become the dark Lord Voldemort; even 
when Tom was a student at Hogwarts, it was 
obvious to his professors that he was power- 
ful in a potentially dangerous way. 

Evil-kid movies are revered enough that 
they’ve received the highest form of flattery: 
being sent up by other movies and TV shows, 
including “The Simpsons.” And “Family 
Guy” offers up a regular character: matri- 
cidal little Stewie, who wanted to kill Lois for 
the longest time. 

Besides their imitators, such films have 
their antecedents as well, Seton Hall Univer- 
sity film professor Christopher Sharrett points 
out. All of them build on the “increasing dis- 
belief in the idea of innocence,” he says. 

“You see the idea in ‘Angels with Dirty 
Faces,’ the Dead End Kids, and in the post-

quent’ film of the Cold War that poses the 
teenager as internal threat to adult values,” 
Sharrett explains. 

Wheeler Winston Dixon, a University of 
Nebraska film professor who’s written about 
evil children in film, says the enduring ap- 
peal of demon children in horror films is the 

fear of the unknown. 
“Children are seen as ‘blank slates’ 
to a degree, and also as essentially 
‘unknowable,’ because they live in 
a world very different from the 
adult world, in which fantasy 
and reality intermingle,”’ he 
says. “Parents wonder what 
their children will become, 
and while they wish the best 
for them, they often feel as 
if they have no control over 
them. It is this essential lack 
of knowledge, and the fear 
that the children have a secret 
world which adults can’t enter, 
which drives our fear of child- 
hood as a separate domain.” 

Josh Heuman of Texas A&M 
University suggests that the movies 
play “on the dirty little secret that 
kids aren’t sweet and innocent, and 
the anxiety that it provokes.” 

“They’re little monsters, and not necessar- 
ily in the affectionate sense,” Heuman says. 
“T’m thinking of my wonderful 2-year-old’s 
outlandish force of will, and then the ‘It’s a 
Good Life’ episode of ‘The Twilight Zone.’ 
Billy is hyperbole, but not unrealism or 
irony!” 

Yes, even in real life, the little dickens can 
frighten you. 

Dixon notes that Rhoda in “The Bad Seed” 
was the first mainstream demon child, but 
the trope really took off with the 1960 British 
science fiction film “Village of the Damned” 
and the sequel “Children of the Damned,” in 
which a mysterious force impregnates all the 
women villagers simultaneously. 

“Orphan” screenwriter David Leslie 
Johnson says he loved the evil-child horror 
subgenre ever since he saw “The Bad Seed” 
— which did seem like a revelation in the 
mid-20th century.

SBP-DIC tix being held up by pay-go rule 





t can be a frustrating time of 
year for 54,000 military wid- 
ows who see their Survivor 
Benefit Plan (SBP) pay- 
ments wiped out or reduced by 
the monthly amount they receive 
in Dependency and Indemnity 
Compensation (DIC) from the 
Department of Veterans Affairs. 

As it has done routinely in re- 
cent years, the Senate on Tuesday 
again approved, by voice vote, an 
amendment from Sen. Bill Nel- 
son, D-Fla., to end this unpopular 
SBP-DIC offset. 

But as in years past, the Senate 
hasn’t set aside money to pay full 
SBP to these surviving spouses. 
The Congressional Budget Office 
estimates the cost at $6.6 billion 
over the next 10 years. 

Lawmakers say they are hand- 
cuffed by a “pay-as-you-go” bud- 
get law that requires any new 
federal entitlements be paid for 
with a matching reduction in 


other “mandatory spending” or 
entitlement program. 

So, barring a legislative mira- 
cle, Nelson’s amendment will be 
tossed out again when House-Sen- 
ate conferees meet later this year 
to iron out differences in separate 
versions of the 
fiscal 2010 de- 
fense authori- 
zation bill. 

The Mili- 
tary Coalition, 
a consortium 


of 34 = mili- 
tary associations and veterans’ 
service organizations, made 


eliminating the SBP-DIC offset a 
legislative priority this year. But 
Steve Strobridge, co-chair of the 
coalition, said the armed services 
committees have a tough time 
finding spending offsets within 
the defense budget to raise SBP 
payments. 

So the coalition intends to press 
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House and Senate leaders hard in 
the coming months either to find 
offsets elsewhere in the federal 
budget or to declare the predica- 
ment of these widows worthy of 
an emergency exemption from 
the “pay-as-you-go” budget rule.

you-go] rule. That’s $250 billion 
to $300 billion,” Strobridge said. 
“Well, if we can do it for hundreds 
of billions of dollars in other pro- 
grams, then we just don’t buy that 
we can’t do the same thing for $6 
billion for military widows.” 

That’s the ar- 
gument congres- 
sional leaders 
will hear. 

“Tt’s had to tell 
how optimistic 
to be,” said Stro- 
bridge, given 
the legislative history on this 
issue. But he noted that Demo- 
cratic leaders unveiled a series of 
legislative goals in 2005 for ser- 
vicemembers, veterans and their 
families called the new “GI Bill of 
Rights for the 21st Century.” 

Those goals ranged from im- 
proving veterans’ health care 
and lifting the ban on concurrent 
receipt of both retired pay and 
VA disability compensation, to 
modernizing the GI Bill educa- 
tion benefit and ending the SBP- 
DIC offset, referred to then as the 
“Military Families Tax.” 

“They have come through on 
a lot of the other things,” Stro- 
bridge said, including a big in- 
crease in VA funding, progress 
on concurrent receipt and nar- 
rowing the military’s pay gap 
with the private sector. But relief 
from the SPB-DIC offset is “one 
area where the action hasn’t met 
the rhetoric.” 

Congress has recognized that 
the SBP-DIC offset is unjust, 
Strobridge said, but has provided 
only “paltry sums” to affected 
surviving spouses. 

Those impacted by the offset 
began receiving a Special Survi- 
vor Indemnity Allowance (SSIA) 
of $50 a month last October. It was 
to increase in October each year 
by $10 per month until it reached 
$100 by 2013. But the payment 
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would expire by October 2014. 

Earlier this year, Congress saw 
a chance to raise and extend the 
SSIA using money saved on a non- 
defense program. So a provision 
added to the Family Smoking Pre- 
vention and Tobacco Control Act, 
which President Obama signed 
into law June 22, will raise the 
SSIA to $95 a month this October. 
It will climb to $105 the next year, 
to $120 in October 2011, to $130 
in 2012, and to $150 in 2013. SSIA 
is to be raised to $200 a month by 
October 2014, to $275 by October 
2015 and to $310 by October 2016. 
But that still would be only about 
a quarter of what affected widows 
can lose to the DIC offset. 

Dan McLaughlin, a staffer for 
Senator Nelson, said the lawmak- 
er realizes his amendment to end 
SPB-DIC offset hasn’t survived a 
conference committee with the 
House for perhaps four straight 
years. But because the effort is 
“for veterans’ families,” he said, 
Nelson “happens to believe you 
keep on trying, no matter how 
long it takes.” 


Tricare for life 


Last week’s column on selection 
of new support contractors for 
North and South TRICARE Re- 
gions left many readers wonder- 
ing how Tricare for Life (TLF) 
benefits for Medicare-eligible 
beneficiaries will be impacted, 
if at all. I should have explained 
they won’t. 

Claims processing for TFL 
is covered separately, and not 
included in the new contracts. 
Wisconsin Physicians Service 
remains the contractor for TFL. 
Services to TFL beneficiaries 
will not change, say TRICARE 
officials.

Initial jobless benefit 
claims rise to 594,000

WASHINGTON — The number 
of newly laid-off workers seeking 
jobless benefits rose last week, 
though the government said its 
report again was distorted by the 
timing of auto plant shutdowns. 

Unemployment insurance 
claims have declined steadily 
since the spring, but most private 
economists and the Federal Re- 
serve expectjobsto remain scarce 
and the unemployment rate to top 
10 percent by year-end. 

Elsewhere, the housing mar- 
ket showed more signs of life 
as sales of previously occupied 
homes rose for the third straight 
month in June, according to the 
National Association of Realtors. 
That helped push the Dow Jones 


industrials above 9,000 for the 
first time since early January. 

The Labor Department said 
Thursday that its tally of initial 
claims for unemployment insur- 
ance rose by 30,000 to a season- 
ally adjusted 554,000. That was 
above analysts’ estimates of 
550,000. 

Still, weekly claims remain far 
above the 300,000 to 350,000 that 
analysts say is consistent with a 
healthy economy. New claims last 
fell below 300,000 in early 2007. 
The total jobless benefit rolls, 
meanwhile, fell by a more-than- 
expected 88,000 to 6.2 million, 
the lowest level since mid-April. 
And the four-week moving aver- 
age of claims, which normally 
smooths out some volatility, fell 
by 19,000 to 566,000.

ceased operations in 1983. 

Park planners say the urban 
oasis will eventually expand to in- 
clude 85 acres of inaccessible land 
along Brooklyn’s waterfront and 
will stretch just over a mile long. 


Dead shark left in Miami 
street after failed sale 


MIAMI — The body of a 

shark was left lying in the 
middle of a Miami street after two 
men apparently tried to sell it to 
several fish markets. 

Live news footage showed the 
dead animal in the street with po- 
lice officers and cruisers nearby. 
Two stations reported that a pair 
of men had tried to sell the animal 
to at least three fish markets for 
around $10. 

Rob Orta, an employee at Casa- 
blanca Fish Market, tells Miami 
station WSVN that the men offered 
his business the shark, which was 
about five feet long. 

“But we don’t buy sharks off the 
street,” Orta told the station. 


Cause of fire at egg 
plant deemed accidental 


FARWELL — Federal, 

state and local investiga- 
tors have concluded an accidental 
cause to a fire that devastated a 
large High Plains egg production 
plant. 

A statement issued by the U.S. 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, Fire- 
arms and Explosives says investi- 
gators determined that a welder’s 
torch accidentally started the fire. 

The July 9 fire at the Cal-Maine 
Foods plant in Farwell killed an 
estimated 800,000 chickens and 
destroyed four of nine laying hous- 
es at the complex. 


Native American site 
torn apart for fill dirt 


OXFORD — Bucket load- 

ers and bulldozers are 
tearing apart a hill that research- 
ers call the foundation of an ancient 
Native American site to provide fill 
dirt for a Sam’s Club store, a move 
that appalls preservationists. 

Tribal advocates and state of- 
ficials say a large stone mound 
that tops the 200-foot rise was put 
there a millennium ago by Indians 
during a religious observance. It is 
similar to rock mounds found up 
and down the Eastern Seaboard, 
historians say, and likely dates to 
Indians of the Woodlands period 
that ended in 1000 A.D. 

“It’s just heartbreaking,” said 
Elizabeth Ann Brown of the Ala- 
bama Historical Commission. “I 
find it hard to believe that for fill 
dirt anyone would do this.” 

Despite a_ city-commissioned 
study that found tribal artifacts 
in the red clay that makes up the 
mound, Oxford Mayor Leon Smith 
denies the work by the city is dam- 
aging anything important. He said

the stones atop the hill are a natu- 
ral part of what locals call Signal 
Mountain and were exposed by 
millions of years of erosion. 

“Tt’s the ugliest old hill in the 
world,” said Smith, who has over- 
seen a mushrooming of big-box 
stores in this east Alabama city of 
15,000 during his seven terms as 
mayor. 


Woman found dead at 
food processing plant 


INDUSTRY — A 4O0- 

year-old woman has 
been found dead in a machine at a 
Southern California food process- 
ing plant that is a major supplier 
for McDonald’s restaurants. 

Los Angeles County sheriff’s de- 
tectives say the woman’s body was 
found at Golden State Foods in the 
City of Industry, an east Los Ange- 
les suburb. Investigators believe 
her death was accidental. 

No other details were given about 
her death or about the woman ex- 
cept that she was an employee. 

The Irvine-based company has 
distribution centers across the na- 
tion. Its Web site says the company 
supplies McDonald’s and devel- 
oped the sauce for the restaurant’s 
Big Mac in the 1960s.

Oakland approves tax 
on medical marijuana 


C OAKLAND — Oakland 

residents overwhelm- 
ingly voted Tuesday to approve 
a first-of-its kind tax on medical 
marijuana sold at the city’s four 
cannabis dispensaries. 

The dispensary tax was one of 
four measures in a vote-by-mail 
special election aimed at raising 
money for the cash-strapped city. 
All four measures won, but Mea- 
sure F had the highest level of 
support. 

Scheduled to take effect on New 
Year’s Day, the measure created 
a special business tax rate for the 
pot clubs, which now pay the same 
$1.20 for every $1,000 in gross 
sales applied to all retail business- 
es. The new rate will be $18. 

Oakland’s auditor estimates that 
based on annual sales of $17.5 mil- 
lion for the four clubs, it will gener- 
ate an estimated $294,000 for city 
coffers in its first year. 


Watergate Hotel fails 
to attract any bidders 


D WASHINGTON — The 
Watergate Hotel, part 
of the complex made famous by a 
presidential scandal, has failed to 
attract any bids at auction and has 
been taken back by the lender that 
holds the $40 million note on it. 

PB Capital Corp. took back the 
property after bidding opened at 
$25 million and there were no tak- 
ers. The 30-day foreclosure notice, 
sent to hotel owner Monument Re- 
alty, expired. 

Paul Cooper, vice president of 
the auction house, Alex Cooper 
Auctioneers, said about 10 bidders 
had registered for the auction and 
each gave a $1 million deposit. 

The Watergate complex was 
made famous by the 1972 burglary 
that led to President Richard Nix- 
on’s resignation. 


Fort Hood soldier shot, 
killed at party on post 


FORT HOOD — Fort 
Hood officials have a sol- 
dier behind bars after another sol- 
dier was shot and killed at a party 
on the Central Texas Army post. 
They say 30-year-old Spc. Ryan 
Richard Schlack of Oshkosh, Wis., 
died. The Killeen Daily Herald re- 
ports he was hit by a bullet another 
soldier fired into a crowd on the 
lawn. 
Fort Hood spokesman Bruce 
Zielsdorf says the soldier suspected 
of firing the gun is in custody, but 
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it’s unclear if he’s been charged. 

Schlack entered the military in 
2004 as a computer detection sys- 
tems repairer and arrived at Fort 
Hood in 2005. He was assigned to 
the 27th Brigade Support Battal- 
ion, 4th Brigade Combat Team, 1st 
Cavalry Division.

PITTSBURGH — Pittsburgh Steelers 
quarterback Ben Roethlisberger said al- 
legations by a Lake Tahoe casino hostess 
that he raped her a year ago are “reckless 
and false.” 

Roethlisberger read a statement Thurs- 
day at the Steelers’ practice complex in 
Pittsburgh. He did not respond to ques- 
tions, saying he would let the legal process 
run its course. 

A 31-year-old Nevada woman has filed a 
civil lawsuit alleging the Super Bowl win- 
ning quarterback raped her in a hotel pent- 
house last year. 

Roethlisberger called the accusation 
“outrageous.” 

“T would never, ever force myself on a 
woman,” he said. 

He said he will fight the lawsuit while re- 
maining focused on the upcoming football 
season. 


N.Y. Post blames ESPN 
for outing reporter in nude video 


HARTFORD, Conn. — The New York 
Post said ESPN is to blame for identifying 
reporter Erin Andrews as the subject of a 
secretly filmed Internet video that shows a 
woman naked in a hotel room. 

ESPN banned Post reporters from ap- 
pearing on the company’s programs be- 
cause the newspaper published three 
photos from the video. 

A newspaper spokeswoman declined 
to comment on the ban Thursday. She re- 
ferred The Associated Press to a Post story 
that takes the Bristol, Conn.-based network 
to task for allegedly publicizing the videos 
and outing Andrews. 

ESPN last week sent a letter to a Web site 
demanding that the video be removed. The 
person who posted the video didn’t identify 
the nude woman, but her attorney’s letter 
confirmed the video was of Andrews, 31. 

An ESPN spokesman declined further 
comment Thursday.

Sox will retire Jim Rice’s No. 14 jersey. 

The team said Wednesday it will honor 
Rice in a ceremony at Fenway Park on 
Tuesday, two days after Rice is inducted 
into the Baseball Hall of Fame. 

Rice, an eight-time All-Star, batted .298 
with 382 home runs and 1,451 RBIs in 2,089 
games for the Red Sox from 1974-89. 

Rice will join Bobby Doerr, Ted Wil- 
liams and Carl Yastrzemski as Hall of 
Fame players who spent their entire ca- 
reers with the Red Sox. 

Along with Doerr (No. 1), Yastrzem- 
ski (No. 8) and Williams (No. 9), the other 
numbers retired by the Red Sox were Joe 
Cronin (No. 4), Johnny Pesky (No. 6), and 
Carlton Fisk (No. 27). 


Ex-Red Wing Fedorov 
says Mich. man swiped $43M 


DETROIT — Former Detroit Red Wings 
star Sergei Fedorov said a man entrusted 
to manage his money during the past 11 
years swindled him out of $43 million. 

In a lawsuit filed Thursday in Wayne 
County Circuit Court, Fedorov said Joseph 
Zada of Grosse Pointe Shores, Mich., also 
broke a promise to repay him $60 million 
by April 20. 

The suit said Zada was “acting in con- 
cert with others” and “intentionally lied 
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Roethlisberger vows to fight ‘reckless’ allegations 


to Fedorov” whenever he asked about the 
money. 

There was no answer Thursday at a 
number listed for Zada in Grosse Pointe 
Shores. 

Fedorov, the 1994 NHL MVP and three- 
time Stanley Cup winner with the Red 
Wings, signed a two-year contract with a 
Russian club of the Kontinental Hockey 
League. He also played for Anaheim, Co- 
lumbus and Washington. 


Vikings sign cornerback 
Winfield to 5-year extension 


EDEN PRAIRIE, Minn. — The Min- 
nesota Vikings signed cornerback Antoine 
Winfield to a five-year contract extension. 

Winfield was heading into the final year 
of his contract and negotiations stretched 
into the summer. That prompted Winfield 
to skip the team’s optional workouts. He 
also missed a mandatory minicamp in 
June. 

The team reached agreement Thursday 
with one of the trusted leaders of a veteran 
defense. Winfield, 32, is coming off his first 
Pro Bowl appearance. 

In his 10th season out of Ohio State, Win- 
field had 95 tackles, four forced fumbles, 
two interceptions and two sacks last season 
to help the Vikings to the NFC North title. 


Federer, Nadal Roddick 
among men in U.S. Open field 


WHITE PLAINS, N.Y. — Five-time de- 
fending champion Roger Federer, Rafael 
Nadal and Andy Roddick are among eight 
Grand Slam winners leading the men’s 
field for the U.S. Open. 

Federer will be trying to become the 
first man since Bill Tilden in the 1920s to 
win the Grand Slam tournament six con- 
secutive times. By winning the French 
Open and Wimbledon this year, Federer 
increased his career total to 15 major titles, 
breaking Pete Sampras’ record of 14. 

Nadal missed Wimbledon with sore 
knees and hasn’t played since late May, 
when he was upset in the fourth round of 
the French Open as the four-time defend- 
ing champion. He will be trying to com- 
plete a career Grand Slam at Flushing 
Meadows. 

Roddick won the 2003 U.S. Open. He 
hasn’t played since injuring his right hip 
flexor while losing to Federer on July 5 in 
the Wimbledon final, which ended 16-14 in 
the fifth set. 

Defending champion Serena Williams 
and four other past winners, including her 
sister, Venus, and wild-card entry Kim Cli- 
jsters, head the women’s field. 

The winners of the men’s and women’s 
singles title will each receive a record $1.6 
million.

ANNECY, France — Alberto 
Contador won the final time trial 
in the Tour de France on Thurs- 
day, and Lance Armstrong moved 
up one spot to third place overall. 

Contador now looks all but as- 
sured of his second Tour victory 
after increasing his overall lead 
in the 18th stage, in which riders 
embarked one-by-one down the 
start ramp for the 25.2-mile stage 
in and around Annecy. 

The 2007 champion finished 
the stage in 48 minutes, 31 sec- 
onds — beating Fabian Cancel- 
lara of Switzerland by 3 seconds. 
Russia’s Mikhail Ignatiev was 
third, 15 seconds back. 

“T went all out,” said Contador, 
adding that his earpiece radio 
linking him with Astana team 
managers stopped working dur- 
ing the stage, and that he was 
worried about Cancellara’s skill 
at time trials. 

“Of course, what I especially 
wanted was to think about gener- 
al class. A stage victory was less 
important,” he said. “I’m very 
happy. I didn’t expect it.”

Wise knew the stakes. 

“T was with the Braves in ’04 and I was there 
when Randy Johnson of the Diamondbacks pitched 
a perfect game. So I’ve been on both sides of it,” he 
said. “It was probably the best catch I’ve ever made 
because of the circumstances. 

“It was kind of crazy, man, because when I 
jumped, the ball hit my glove at the same time I was 
hitting the wall. So I didn’t realize I had caught it 
until I fell down and the ball was coming out of my 
glove, so I reached out and grabbed it.” 

White Sox manager Ozzie Guillen was happy he 
made the switch. 

“T suess that’s our job,” he said. 

Michel Hernandez then struck out, and with fans 
chanting Buehrle’s name, Jason Bartlett grounded 
to shortstop. Buehrle put both hands on his head and 
was mobbed by teammates between the mound and 
first base. 

“T don’t know if it’s really sunk in yet. We have 
a short flight to Detroit. ’'m sure it will be a little 
hectic later,” Buehrle said. 

The pitcher had already received a congratula- 
tory telephone call from President Barack Obama 
— a White Sox fan — following the 16th perfect 
game since the modern era began in 1900 and the 
first since Johnson’s on May 18, 2004. 

White House press secretary Robert Gibbs 
said Obama told Buehrle: “It was an unbelievable 
achievement, something that everyone will always 
remember.” 

Buehrle (11-3), backed by Josh Fields’ second-in- 
ning grand slam, threw 76 of 116 pitches for strikes 
and fanned six in his second no-hitter, helping Chi- 
cago move within a percentage point of AL Central- 
leading Detroit. 


In a 6-0 victory over Texas on April 18, 2007, 
he also faced the minimum 27 batters. He walked 
Sammy Sosa in the fifth inning of that game, then 
picked him off two pitches later. 

“T bought everyone watches after the last one. That 
was an expensive no-hitter,” Buehrle said. “This one 
will probably be more expensive.” 

Before the ninth, Buehrle needed no great plays 
behind him. In the fourth, Evan Longoria hit a 
line drive right at shortstop Alexei Ramirez. In the 
eighth, third baseman Gordon Beckham didn’t have 
to move to catch Pat Burrell’s liner. 

Buehrle went to three-ball counts on five bat- 
ters, including 3-0 to Bartlett in the sixth. Bartlett 
took the next two pitches for strikes, fouled one off 
and then hit a routine grounder to Ramirez. As the 
shortstop threw to first, those in the crowd of 28,036, 
sensing history, cheered loudly. 

With one out in the eighth, Ben Zobrist hit a weak 
grounder that just rolled foul and later popped out 
on a 3-2 pitch. The next batter, Burrell, lined one 
just foul to left, with third-base umpire Laz Diaz 
making an emphatic “foul” call. Burrell then lined 
out to third moments later. 

The left-hander became only the second pitcher to 
throw two no-hitters for the White Sox: Frank Smith 
did it against Detroit in 1905 and the Philadelphia 
Athletics in 1908. The only previous perfect game 
for the White Sox was by Charles Robertson at De- 
troit on April 30, 1922. 

It was the second no-hitter against the Rays. 
Derek Lowe accomplished the feat for Boston on 
April 27, 2002. 

Scott Kazmir (4-6) allowed five runs and five hits 
in sixth innings. In addition to Fields’ grand slam, 
Ramirez hit an RBI double in the fifth.

NASCAR Hall of Fame taking shape before May debut

CHARLOTTE, N.C. 
he sun reflecting off the silver 
dome draws your eyes as you 
approach downtown Charlotte. 
Designed to look like sheet 

metal from a stock car but in the shape of 
an oval racetrack, it’s the signature ele- 
ment of the NASCAR Hall of Fame. 

With the opening nearly 10 months away, 
you still have to dodge the machinery and 
scaffolding, hopscotch the sticky red clay 
and block out the constant noise of drilling 
as you visit the site. But the outer shell is 
complete and ready to house NASCAR’s 
long-awaited celebration of its past. 

“What’s going to be inside is even bet- 
ter,” said Tim Newman, CEO of the Char- 
lotte Regional Visitors Authority. 

That’s where the Hall’s director, Winston 
Kelley, gave a hard-hat tour last week. The 
banked “Glory Road” that will greet visi- 
tors as they enter the Hall is almost ready 
for Richard Petty’s famous No. 43 Plym- 
outh. The theater next door that will pro- 
vide fans with videos of the past is being 
constructed. 

The oval ring of honor is nearly equipped 
to hang the high-tech monuments for the 
five-member class that will be inducted 
in May. The race-day experience a floor 
higher is a large space that will let fans 
change a tire, go in a race simulator and 
see a full-sized transporter. 

The heritage floor is carving out room to 
tell NASCAR’s story from the early days on 
the beach courses at Daytona to explaining 
the Car of Tomorrow. 

There will be plenty of space to eat and 
buy souvenirs, too, in the 130,000-square- 
foot facility that includes a 19-floor office 
tower, ballroom and television and radio 
studios. 

“We want to make sure this is right, 
that’s it’s engaging and you want to come 
back,” Kelley said. 

A longtime NASCAR broadcaster, Kelley

was chosen to run the Hall when NASCAR 
picked Charlotte as the site over Atlanta, 
Richmond, Va., Daytona Beach, Fla., and 
Kansas City, Kan. 

Groundbreaking on the $154.5 million 
project was in January 2007. Paid for most- 
ly by a 2 percent increase in the hotel and 
motel tax, the facility will be owned by the 
city, with NASCAR getting royalties and 
some revenues. The project is on schedule 
and on budget, with the scheduled opening 
May 11. 

Yet with NASCAR struggling with 
smaller crowds and sponsorship pullouts, 
the timing isn’t great. The local effect of 
the economic downturn is visible just out- 


side the main entrance, where a stalled 
condominium tower a block away provides 
an eyesore. 

“We still are hopeful that we’ll have 
800,000 people come through the first 
year,” Newman said. “Based on what other 
halls have experienced, some of which have 
opened in very difficult, trying times, the 
product itself, priced right with the right 
experience, is going to be successful.” 

Kelley spent much of 2007 visiting dif- 
ferent halls of fame to get ideas. NASCAR’s 
shrine will have an introductory video like 
baseball’s Hall of Fame. There will be a 
stock-car-racing timeline that will also 
include major events in history to provide

context, as organizers did for a similar ex- 
hibit at the Country Music Hall of Fame. 

But NASCAR also wants to take advan- 
tage of technological advances. Instead of 
the busts or plaques for the inductees, there 
will be an interactive display that includes 
not only a picture and statistics, but a video 
screen and audio. The bottom of the 7-foot 
monument will include an area where chil- 
dren can make a souvenir rubbing. 

The Hall has secured additional funding 
for more interactive exhibits, items Kelley 
said are essential. With Charlotte host- 
ing three NASCAR races a year, Kelley 
is charged with keeping the Hall of Fame 
fresh to bring repeat visitors. He plans to 
routinely trade out exhibits and update 
displays. 

“No matter how big the facility is, you’re 
not going to be able to put everything in 
there and tell every story at once,” Kel- 
ley said. “The blessing is, there is so much 
material that you can bring in and change. 
I don’t think we’re going to run out of 
stories.” 

The Hall of Fame will rely on donated 
and borrowed items and will not pay for 
cars or other artifacts. Petty began the 
process when he agreed to lend the car in 
which he won 36 races in 1966-67, includ- 
ing a record 10 straight on the way to his 
1967 championship. It will be one of 18 cars 
on “Glory Road,” where fans will walk up 
a simulated track with different banking to 
mimic tracks on the NASCAR circuit. 

The May opening will coincide with 
the first Hall of Fame class, likely to in- 
clude Petty, Dale Earnhardt and NAS- 
CAR founder Bill France. The induction 
ceremony will be either the weekend of 
NASCAR’s All-Star race at nearby Lowe’s 
Motor Speedway on May 22-23 or the Coca- 
Cola 600 a week later at the same track. 

“When I think about what’s in here, I 
think of the stories,” Kelley said. “I think 
about the Richard Pettys and the Bobby 
Allisons and the David Pearsons and the 
people I grew up looking up to. 

“This is our history.”

Ramirez’s tie-breaking pinch- 
hit grand slam in the sixth in- 
ning on his bobblehead night 
Wednesday sent the Los Ange- 
les Dodgers to a 6-2 victory over 
Cincinnati, their 12th in a row at 
home against the Reds. 

“It’s crazy,” he said. 

Ramirez was kept out of the 
starting lineup with a sore left 
hand after being hit by a pitch 
Tuesday night. 

“Just the way he was sort of 
stalking around the dugout, I 
could feel something would hap- 
pen if he had the opportunity,” 
Dodgers manager Joe ‘Torre 
said. 

Did it ever. 

It was Ramirez’s grandest mo- 
ment since returning July 3 from 
a 50-game suspension for violat- 
ing baseball’s drug rules. He’s 
batting .347 with four homers 
and 17 RBIs in 16 games since 
coming back. 

“T guess Manny’s hand wasn’t 
as bad as we thought,” Reds man- 
ager Dusty Baker said. “It doesn’t 
get more dramatic than that — a 
grand slam on your own bobble- 
head night. That’s the stuff that 
I’d seen out of Barry Bonds and 
Hank Aaron.” 

Ramirez said his hand felt 
good, but that he planned to ice it 
after the game. 

Fans chanted “Manny! 
Manny!” as they saw him in the 
dugout putting on his batting hel- 
met. The anticipation built as the 
Reds changed pitchers.

Without a single practice swing, 
Ramirez sent the first pitch from 
reliever Nick Masset into the 
Mannywood section of the lower 
left field seats for his 21st career 
grand slam, giving Los Angeles a 
6-2 lead and whipping the crowd 
into a frenzy. 

“Tt reminded me how loud it got 
when we hit those four (consecu- 
tive) homers against San Diego,”

Diego in 2006. 

It moved Ramirez into second 
on the career grand slam list, 
trailing only Lou Gehrig’s 23. It 
was his first grand slam since 
2005. 

“Tt was one of the best moments 
in my career,” he said. “I’m just 
glad it happened in LA.” 

Ramirez had never heard of 
Masset, much less seen him 
pitch. 


“That’s pretty much the area 
I wanted to put the ball. It just 
didn’t sink the way it normally 
does,” Masset said. “I was just 
trying to jam him, get a ground 
ball and get out of the inning. I 
was basically trying to go at him 
with my best stuff and it didn’t 
work out.” 

Teammates shoved Ramirez 
onto the top step of the dugout, 
where he waved his cap to ac- 
knowledge a standing ovation for 
his 11th homer of the season and 
his first career pinch-hit homer. 

“He’s the magic man,” Martin 
said. 

It was Ramirez’s first homer 
into the “Mannywood” section, 
which was resurrected after his 
suspension ended. 

Ramirez’s_ exhilarating mo- 
ment was the only souvenir for 
6,000 fans who went home with- 
out a bobblehead, which were 
limited to the first 50,000. 

“T was just trying to get a good 
pitch to hit,” said Ramirez, who 
arrived at his locker and peeled 
off his Dodgers shirt and white 
pants to reveal street clothes. 

“Now can I go home?” he said, 
drawing laughter. 

The Dodgers set the stage for 
Ramirez’s heroics with one out in 
the sixth. Bronson Arroyo (10-9) 
walked James Loney and Matt 
Kemp, and Martin singled hard 
to left to load the bases. Arroyo 
gave way to Masset, who warmed 
up as the crowd got worked up in 
anticipation of Ramirez’s at-bat.

CHICAGO — Mark Buehrle pitched the 18th perfect game in major 
league history, and Chicago White Sox center fielder DeWayne Wise 
got the assist. 

Just into the game as a defensive replacement, Wise robbed Gabe 
Kapler of a leadoff home run in the ninth inning and Buehrle coolly 
closed out a 5-0 victory Thursday over the Tampa Bay Rays. 

Wise took over in center field from Scott Podsednik, who shifted to 
left. With the count 2-2, Kapler hit a drive to deep left-center. Wise 
sprinted, jumped and got his glove about a foot above the 8-foot fence 
to rob Kapler of a home run. 

The ball almost came out when Wise caromed off the fence, stumbled, 
fell to the ground and rolled. But he steadied it with his chest and bare 
left hand and bounced up, proudly displaying the ball for the crowd. 

“T was hoping it was staying in there, give him enough room to catch 
it. I know the guys were doing everything they could to save the no-hit- 
ter, the perfect game, whatever it might be,” Buehrle, 30, said.
